The President does not attempt to draw the line between 
the legal and the moral obligation to carry out this promise. For 
an honest man, who is not running for office, there is no such 
line. A promise is a promise. The efficiency of Article X. (or 
of the equivalent guarantees which are contained in Articles 
XVI. 
and XVII.) depends upon the moral integrity behind the 
pledge. If it is honestly made by each member of the League of 
Nations the occasion for backing it up with force will not arise. 
This is President Wilson's pivotal conception of the league. 
It is why he spoke of Article X. as the heart of the league. 
Article X., or its equivalent, is, if firmly maintained, "such a 
guarantee of a peaceful future as no well informed man can 
question who does not doubt the whole spirit with which the 
war was conducted against Germany." It is not a brutal insist- 
ence upon an unjust status quo. It is merely an undertaking 
that the status quo shall not be altered by murder. 
Mr. Wilson may have decided that the election of Cox is of 
less importance than a final, unflinching assertion of this prin- 
ciple. Tho he scorches Senator Harding with the fire of a 
righteous wrath, he furnishes the friends of the league with no 
new reason or excuse for voting for Governor Cox, who has 
offered to sell the league for whatever the Senate will pay. The 
league, in fact, is not in politics. The election will not turn on .

Mr. Cox began his campaign, for instance, with an uphill 


fight against a prevalent distaste for more Democratic rule. 
This distaste has never been overcome. It has, indeed, lessened 
whenever Mr. Harding has rendered himsoif particularly 
obnoxious, but Mr. Cox to date has always been able to revive it 
in more than its original strength by some unfortunate word or 
gesture. The impatience with Democratic administration and 
the varying public estimate of the candidates form, roughly, one 
group of influnces which are continually interplaying and might 
swing a close election if one were to develop. 


These are factors which have little 
1 to do with a discussion 


of principles. 
Opposed to them are others which might be af- 


fected by argument instead of taste. The woman vote, the action 
of the west, and the decision of pro-league Republicans are all 
somewhat in doubt.
